"tame" atomic bomb for research 
into ways to get useful power from 
nuclear fission was announced to- 
day by the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission.

the toned-down bomb produces a 
steady output of fast 
neutrons, 


needed lor experiments to deter* 
mine what, kind of chain reaction 
is best for practical power pur- 
poses. 


It isr a new type oC chain reac- 


tion plant or "pile" utilizing high 
energy neutrons for atomic fission 
of plutomum. The 
commission's 


announcement described it a.s in a 
sense "a controlled version of the 
atomic bomb itself". 


Dr. Noms E. Bradbury, direc- 


tor of the commission's Los Ala- 
mos scientific laboratory, said the 
new unit has been m successful 
operation at low power since Nov- 
ember, 1946. 


Declaring the reactor gives a 


more intense source of "fast neu- 
trons" than physicists heretofore 
have been able to obtain, except 
during the brief time of the test 
of the first A-bomb in New Mexi- 
co m July, 1945, Bradbury said. 


"It is hoped that such a source 


will make possible the study of 
fast neutron chain reactions 
in 


more detail, <and thus be another 
step toward finding the best type 
of chain reactor for the produc- 
tion of useful power.

Jury Fails to Indict

C., jury on charges of allegedly 
making broadcasts in behalf of the 
German propaganda ministry. 


Under federal law, Americans 


accused of treason must be in- 
dicted and prosecuted jn the juris- 
diction of thp federal court in 
which they first land upon return- 
ing to this country. Delaney land- 
ed m New York, and the case sub- 
sequently was transferred to fed- 
etal court here. 


The New York jury, however, 


refused yesterday to support the 
Washington indictment, and De- 
laney was released from custody. 
Federal 
officials 
said they be- 


lieved the Washington indictment 
now would be dismissed. 


Delaney's attorney ,««id his cli- 


ent had been prevented by Amer- 
ican authorities in Europe from 
returning to the United States for 
about two years. HP said Delaney 
"finally insisted upon returning to 
this country to face the charges 
against him, which he knew could 
not bp sustained."

many hundreds of years ago to 
describe what happens when men 
stop working and become slug- 
gards, describe exactly what has 
happened in the many countries 
where the masses turned from 
honest toil, no in this instance to 
sleep like the sluggard, but to en- 


age In the equally unproductive 


business of war. To the nonwork- 
er, the wise man of Proverbs pre- 
dicted that "want as an armed 
man" 
would come, and that 
is 


srecisely the situation In the lands 
stricken by war. 


Even in countries like ours, not 


;o seriously stricken by war, we 
lave had ample demonsttation ot 
vhat happens when 
men 
stop 


vorking. 
Without attempting to 


assess the matter of rights 
and 


:auses, one can point to what hap- 
>ens when trams stop 
running, 


vhen fishermen stop fishing, wnen 
teel mills stop producing, when 
oal miners slop 
digging, 
and 


vhen building is tied up 
with 


trikes and jurisdictional conflicts. 
Such strikes and lockouts no long- 
r affect only the things that peo- 
ile can do without, but they in- 
•ade the very basis of living and 


safety," imperiling the sick, anc 
ham stringing the healthy. Evei 
the automobile that was once a 
luxury is now, for masses of peo 
pic, essential in the business o. 
life and earning a living.

gardless of who is to blame, 
i 


ought to be evident that when men 
in any basic industry stop work 
on a large scale the very fabric 
of society is endangered. 


For one, I am unwilling to fol- 


low the simple and easy way oi 
putting all the blame on "labor1 
Xevertheless, the problems associ- 
ated with the right not to work 
have become 
more 
emphasized 


than those which for long have 
been very properly dominant con- 
cerning unemployment 
and the 


right to work. 


The productive powers of 
man 


are so great that if all who are 
able to work were doing their fair 
share, and were doing it faithfully 
and regularly, the resulting 
re- 


sources for the satisfaction of hu- 
man needs and for the aggrand- 
zement of life would be so great 
that short hours of labor, 
with 


much time for leisure, pleasure, 
and home-building, would be avail- 
able for all. But the greatness of 
.his productive power leads men 
to forget the tragedy that befalls, 
and now quickly it befalls, when 
Tien cease producing at all, or 
when great numbers of them do. 


So, the wise words concerning 


work are still words of wisdom. 
And the words of Jesus, above all, 
are to be remembered, "My Fath-' 
er worketh hitherto: and I work".

Heads of newspaper and maga- 
zine publishers' 
associations, of 


syndicates and 
radio 
networks 


made plans to co-ordinate their 
vast systems- of communication. 


One result of their efforts has 


already appeared in the form of 
a. campaign book which goes to of- 
ficials, newspapers, radio stations 
and civic and religious group's in 
every community xvhere the Free- 
dom Train will stop. And no dis- 
l-eapec-t to the preparations are 
as detailed and elaborate as they 


• -would be for the world premiere 


of a $5,000,000 movie. 


The book contains detailed pub- 


licity and advertising suggestions. 
There is material for every de- 
partment of a newspaper. There 
are plans for special events and 
for the cooperation of churches, 
echools, retail stores, motion pic- 
ture exhibitors and so on. 


The purpose of all this to make 


every one of us conscious of the 
responsibility as well as the priv- 
ileges which are ours as inherit- 
ors of the legacy of American free- 
dom.

Washington — Some national 


union leaders are working them- 
helves up hotter in their cam- 
paign to repeal the Taft-Hartley 
law and are not trying to live by 
it. In his typical Chicago speech, 
AFL's Bill Green dared the Re- 
publicans to run Senator Taft for 
president, 
promising 
Taft the 


worst defeat in all 
pjesidentail 


history. Green said specifically 
there would be no "compromise-' 
with the law by the unions. 
He 


promised complete repeal, or, as 
lie phrased it, "the defeat" of the 
law. 


A private survey of opinions 


among Green's own workers and 
others has been made by the Opin- 
ion Research corporation, Prince- 
ton, N. J., (Dr. Claudo Robinson, 
president.) This survey challeng- 
es Green completely, 
and sets 


forth a pecular condition of worK- 
er'.s opinions under the title: "The 
Strange Case of The Taft-Hartley 
Bill". It is marked confidential 
and the condition it discovered 
has not been reported for public 
knowledge or belief, namely Uns: 


The workers generally believe 


the bill is a slave labor bill, and 
an instrument of oppression. 
VTet 


paradoxically, the same workers 
generally approve the main fea- 
tures of the law when these are 
spelled out to them. The worker 
favors what is in the law but did 
not know the law contained what 
he wanted.1' 


A representative sample-meth- 


od poll oJ employees showed. 54 
per cent ot all disapproved 
the 


law; 64 per cent of union members 
disapproved (meaning half of all 
workers, and two-thirds of the un- 
ion members, roughly.) Opponents 
say such things as :"We fought for 


Wil- 
cox relates that there was unrest

Forty-six per cent 
of all employees thought manage- 
ment would now try to bust the 
unions, 38 per cent expected man- 
agement to bargain, fairly, while 
16 per cent had no opinion. 


But when these same polices 


were asked specifically about what 
' is really in the same law, a ma- 
jority favored every feature of it. 
And a majority of the union mem- 
bership alone favored every fea- 
ture excepting one (outlawing or 
the closed shop, not realizing that 
the law approved the union shop.) 


The survey gives the percent- 


ages of worker support for var- 
ious features 
of the 
new 
law 


among the union members alone, 
as follows: Favor 60 day cooling; 
70 per cent; suits against unions, 
70; freedom of speech for employ- 
ers 61; requiring union financial 
reports, 85; pionibit communist 
leaders, 77; prohibit union politi- 
cal contributions, 50; allow check- 
•off only with workers consent, 74; 
allow union shop only with ma- 
jority vote, 77; outlaw closed shop 
4.8; delay strikes in public serv- 
ice industries, 70. The survey rec- 
ommends to its clinets a manage- 
ment campaign to acquaint work- 
ers with the provisions of the bill. 
The poll claims turther only 54 
per cent of workers were able at 
the outset to name any specific 
provision of the law their leaders 
oppose. 
. 
' 


Not the least surprising aspect 


of this news phenomena is spe- 
cific evidence in the poll that the 
newspapers 
are mostly 
respon- 


sible for the uniformed condition 
of the worker — not the partisan 
periodicals of the union leaders. 
Seventy-eight (78 mind you) per 
cent of respondents said they re- 
ceived their knowledge of the bill 
from newspapers and magazines, 
38 per cent from commentators 
a_nd 22 per cent from general com- 
ment (s'ome having 
more than 


one answer.; Only 10 per cent got 
their 
information 
from 
union 


newspapers, 
circulars, 
handbSls 


and literature. 


The newspapers carry speeches 


of union leaders like Green's and 
as these leaders are speaking and 
acting all the time in defiance of 
the law, their crescendo in 
the 


regular daily press has drowned 
out accurate knowledge of what 
the law says. 
The 
newspapers 


have fallen down on the reporting 
job completely, these figures sug- 
gest. 


But if the 
figures are true, 


Green's speech is falsely ground- 
ed. The Opinion Research corpor- 
ation does not pretend its figures 
arc complete, but were done by 
fair sampling, yet they show such 
strong majorities as to indicate a 
possibility 
wrong national union 


policy. Certainly, someone should 
find out for sure. 


If they are true, the union cam- 


paign of defiance of the law is 
on false ground. The leaders may 
be trying to repeal in entirety a 
law the provisions of which are 
all approved (save one) by a ma- 
jority of the polled 
membership 


covered in this survey. 


Then Senator 
Taft was 
not 


speaking blindly in his unsupported 
claim at Columbus that the union 
rank and file really favors his bill. 
Certainly this poll suggests un- 
ion membership would, at the very 
least, favor it, if permitted a fair 
and reasonable knowledge of its 
provisions.

cow agreement on Korea", the note 
said. 


The agreement to which the 


vote refrerred was reached In con- 
nection with a meeting- of'the big 
three foreign ministers in Moscow 
in December, 1945.' At that^time 
it was agreed the United States 
and Russia should form a joint 
commission to unify Korea and 
that control should be exercised by 
the big four powers for five years 
after establishment of a stable 
native administration. 


The note continued: 
"The present stalemate in the 


joint commission negotiations and 
the failure of that commission to 
accomplish even th<* first task ol 
its commission 
have 
made it 


abundantly clear to all that bi- 
lateral negotiations on the sub- 
ject of consultation with Korean 
political parties and organizations 
will only serve to delay' the im- 
plementation of this agreement 
and defeat its announced purpose 
of bringing/about early independ- 
ence for Korea". 


The demand for a four-power 


conference follows two unsuccess- 
ful attemptw to settle Korea'h po- 
litical future 
through bi-laleral 


talks. As it now stands, the coun- 
try is divided with Russia occupy- 
ing- the northern half and the Unit- 
ed States in charg'e in the south. 


Copies of the note, signed by 


Undersecretary of State .Robert 
Lnvett, .were sent to Britain and 
China. 


With it went a summary of the 


United State proposals on Korea, 
urging: 


1. Early election in both the 


Soviet and United States zones 
In Korea to choose "wholly repre- 
sentative" provisional legislators 
for each zone. Under the proposal, 
voting would 
be secret, multi- 


party ballot on a basis of universal 
suffrage. 


2. The provisional zonal legis- 


lators then would choose repre- 
sentatives in numbers based upon 
the population in the two zones 
with these choices to constitute a 
national legislature to meet at 
Seoul to establish a provisional 
government for a United Korea.

Berlin, Aug. 29 — (AP) — A 


western .Germany with an indus- 
trial capacity about equal to 1936 
was envisaged today by the United 
States and Great Britain in a new 
level-of-jndustry 
plan providing- 


for annual steel 
production' of 


10,700,000 ingot tons. 


Under the plan, the U. S. and 


British zones, to relieve the burden 
on American 
and 
British tax- 


payers, would produce 15 per cent 
more exports than the same areas 
did in 1936—three years before 
Germany started \Vorld War II— 
to bring in 52,000,000.000 a year. 


The new plan was a revision of 


the four-power level-of-industry 
and 
reparations 
agreement of 


1946. In announcing- it. the U. S. 
and British military governors— 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay and Air Chief 
Marshal 
Sir 
Sholto 
Douglas— 


termed the low ceiling set in that 
agreement "unrealistic," 


Under the four-power plan, the 


steel ceiling for all Germany was 
5,800,000 tons. Under the British- 
American plan, the British and 
U. S. war zones alone would pro- 
duce nearly double that.
